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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.’ Acts 2:1. ‘And they were all filled with the 


Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.” Acts 2:4. 
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"Behold, I send you forth as sheep in 
the midst of wolves: be ye therefore 
wise as serpents, and harmless as doves,” 
Matt. 10:16. 


It was to these same faithful servants 
He said, “Preach the gospel to every 
creature.” The gospel—good tidings of 
great joy. No wonder He said, “Be 
wise . ... and harmless.” The great- 
est messengers on earth, with the great- 
est message ever committed to mortal 
man. 


It really means more to be sent than 
simply to have a desire to go. God 
chooses the messenger. The message is 
God’s plan of salvation as recorded in 
the New Testament scriptures. If we 
are one of the “sent” ones, our first duty 
is to become personally acquainted with 
the Word of God; so much so that we 
will be able to reason out of the Scrip- 
tures, and present God’s plan of re- 
demption to a lost world in such a man- 
ner that the mouths of vain and unruly 
talkers and deceivers will be stopped. 

Any one can look out on this sinful 
and ungodly world and see plenty in 
the non-professor, and as well in the 
sinning church member, that he can 
criticize. But it takes the love of God 
and a vision of this lost world for one 
to get right down among the down- 
and-outs with God’s message and con- 
vince these poor wretches that God 
loves them, that Jesus loves them, and 
that you love them and want to see 
them saved from sin. This is some of 


the service God expects, yea, demands 
of His SENT ONES. 

Are you a messenger? Do you have 
a message? Are you sent? 

If a messenger, what kind? Christ 
was God’s messenger, sent to earth with 
the message of the covenant, who, 
though He be one with the Father, yet 
humbled Himself for our sakes, to be a 
messenger from His Father, to declare 
His will to us, to confirm the covenant 
of grace by His death, to reveal this 
salvation with His promise of the Holy 
Ghost to work true faith and repent- 
ance in our hearts, to the prophets or 
teachers whom He appoints and sends 
to declare His commands to the people. 

If you have a message, what is it? Is 
it something you have prepared to tickle 
the ears of your hearers? Are you sim- 
ply trying to appeal to the emotions of 
people? If your message is home-grown, 
self-prepared, and God has no part in 
preparing it, you had better tie it up 
in a napkin and lay it away, steal away 
to some secret chamber, reconsecrate 
and get willing to deliver God’s mes- 
sage as will please Him. 

It is not enough for us merely to de- 
liver our testimony—though it be full 
of fire and zeal for God. The unsaved 
do not understand why you are so happy 
and free. Show them from God’s plan 
of redemption that Jesus died for all 
and that they are included in His prom- 
ises. Most unsaved people have taken up 
various habits that are forbidden by 
the Word of God. If we spend our tire 


criticizing and finding fault with them 
for same, we may win one of them oc- 
casionally but look at the vast army we 
are driving away while we, in our un- 
wise method, are winning so few. 

We must first convince those who are 
lost that we are interested in them, that 
we love them, and that God loves them 
and is only waiting for them to get 
willing for Him to change their lives 
so they will love good and hate evil. I 
listen to the poor pastor who has found 
out all the failures and shortcomings 
of his flock. I hear him scold, criticize 
and condemn. I hear him preach about 
how we did shout a long time ago. He 
says we have let the world creep in and 
that his flock is so backslidden there is 
no hope of a revival. Say, preachers, let’s 
use some of the following texts: 

Acts 20:32, “‘Now brethren, I com- 
mend you to God, and the word of his 
grace, which is able to build you up, 
and to give you an inheritance among 
all them which are sanctified.” 

1 Cor. 11:2, “Now I praise ye breth- 
ren.” 

Col. 2:5, “For though I be absent 
in the flesh, yet am I with you in the 
spirit, joying and beholding your order, 
and the steadfastness of your faith in 
Christ.” 

If we will use these and similar texts 
for several weeks there will be no need 
for the text, “Ye did run well, who did 
hinder you?” The poor struggling, way- 
worn traveler needs help. Did God send 
you to scold and ox-goad him when he 
has slipped and slid down some rough, 
stony place and lodged in the ditch of 
grief and despair? He wants to come

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Who Shall Enter:-the Kingdom?

Text, Matt. 7:21-23, “Not every one 
that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of heaven; but 
he that doeth the will of my father 
which is in heaven. Many will say to 
me in that day, Lord, Lord, have we 
not prophesied in thy name? and in thy 
name have cast out devils? and in thy 
name done many wonderful works? And 
then will I profess unto them, I never 
knew you: depart from me, ye that 
work iniquity.” 

Our subject is a very important one, 
on “Who shall enter the kingdom of 
Heaven?” According to the Bible text, 
we see that all who profess Christianity 
will not enter in, because it takes more 
than a profession. Many say they were 
converted many years ago, and no doubt 
many were, but because that WAS so 
is no reason why that conversion holds 
good today. I realize it can be so but 
is it? 

We want to notice first what is God’s 
will. Then after knowing that, please 
let us obey. I am sure we have only 
the essential part of the commandment 
of God. Since that be so, we MUST 
obey His commands IF we ever expect 
to be saved. There is no chance of en- 
tering the place that Jesus went to pre- 
pare for those who serve Him, except 
we keep His words. St. John says if we 
love the Lord we WILL keep His com- 
mandments. If we know to do good and 
do it not to us it is sin. Too many peo- 
ple go on what they THINK and 
FEEL. We have no scripture for such 
doctrine. Was Noah saved by feelings 
or think so? No, he was not. If you 
don’t obey you will never escape the 
place of the wicked. Jonah thought he 
could get by but he could not, neither 
can you unless you hew the line. Too 
many like to walk as close to the 
devil’s territory as possible; they often 
get in various conditions then they be- 
gin to say, “I don’t believe this and 
that are sins,” but when they say that 
it automatically says they are con- 
demned otherwise they would never say, 
“I don’t think this and that are wrong.” 
They, many times, have overridden 
their consciences until there is nothing 
there to cause them to consider sin. 

Those who enter the kingdom will be 
spotless, pure, because the Bible says the 
pure in heart shall see God. How can 
you be pure in heart and disbelieve the 
Bible? You may say you do_ believe. 
Well, then, why don’t you practice it 
and live it? We won’t have another 
chance to get saved after this life. Now 
is the time to prepare. Matthew says 
except ye be converted and become as 
little children ye shall not enter into 
the kingdom of heaven. Are you in this 


condition? If not, how can you escape? 

You may say that I make it too hard 
to live by. Well, I am sure if I make it 
too hard for you, what do you think 
God will do? Surely He will make it 
much harder than I. The way is plain 
and simple and a fool need not err 
therein. We are to fear God and keep 
all His commandments. This is the 
whole duty of man. According to this, 
who shall enter the kingdom? The Bible 
says be HOLY, be perfect, and we can, 
as far as sin is concerned. If you don’t 
know about this I ask you to search the 
Scriptures, for in them you THINK you 
have. eternal life, and if we offend in 
one point we are all wrong. If it means 
to do some things, then it means to do 
the others. St. John says, “Whatsoever 
he saith unto you do it,” speaking of 
Jesus. That is a command, too, and 
others I will quote. 

John 3:11, ““We speak that we know.” 
I today do speak to you the things that I 
know according to the Word of God. 
I did not write the Bible and I cannot 
change it. God wants it obeyed other- 
wise He would not have written it as 
He did. Too many people are trying to 
dictate for the Lord. You may say you 
are not but your actions prove it to be 
so. You act as though you know best 
when you try to fix the Bible one way 
and God says it another. If God didn’:

We 
are all human. God will not be pleased 
when we come up short. When you say 
you don’t believe so and so about the 
Bible, when the good Word of God 
speaks so much in favor of it, it does 
not change it one bit. We MUST live as 
commanded, not try to bend the Word 
to suit our case. The Bible says preach 
the Word and I am sure the Bible is 
the Word, so don’t get angry with me, 
I am telling you what God says. 
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One important thing is this, John the 
revelator says if we add to the Word 
or take away we are in a sad condition. 
Many are doing so, especially in these 
days of apostasy. The plagues will be 
added and our part will be taken out 
of the book of life, and out of the holy 
city, and from the things that are 
written in this book. Proverbs says, 
“Every word of God is pure.” Again he 
says, “The simple believeth every word: 
but the prudent man looketh well to 
his going.” Not just some of the Bibie 
but all of it is worth obeying. The 
Bible says man shall not live by bread 
alone but by EVERY word of God. 
Not one jot or tittle shall pass until all 
be fulfilled. 

The Lord’s Word is powerful. If we 
would talk about the Lord as much as 
we do about the president of the 
United States, we would get along bet- 
ter. God has done more than man will 
ever do. Why not give God the praise? 
His Word is still in effect. If we would 
lift up Christ to the world as we saints 
should, the world would be better. 
What does the world see in you that it 
needs to better itself? For this simple 
reason we need to OBEY the Bible as 
it is. Too many are dodging the issue. 
That will cause you to lose your soul 
too. Remember now, God’s ways are 
not our ways, neither His thoughts our 
thoughts. Isa. 55:8-9. God says, “For as 
the heavens are higher than the earth, 
so are my ways higher than your ways, 
and my thoughts than your thoughts.” 
We may teach and preach, and do vari- 
ous other things, but remember the 
Holy Writ is just the same as ever. We 
may change, God is still the same. 

We must strive to enter heaven. Yes, 
we are commanded to do this, also to 
press our way in. You may say you have 
the right spirit. Yes, I see where John 
says try the spirits to see whether they 
are of God or not. John leaves room 
there for us to believe that some think 
they are all right when they are not, 
just merely going on thoughts and feel- 
ings. Rom. 2:1 says, “Thou art inexcusa- 
ble, O man.” 2 Pet. 3:13-17 speaks of 
holiness religion.

The New Birth 
“There was a man of the Pharisees, 
named Nicodemus, a ruler of the Jews: 
The same came to Jesus by night, and 


said unto him, Rabbi, we know that 
thou art a teacher come from God: 


for no man can do these miracles that 
thou doest, except God be with him. 
Jesus answered and said unto him, Verily, 
verily, I say unto thee, Except a man 
be born again, he cannot see the king- 
dom of God. Nicodemus saith unto him, 
How can a man be born when he is old? 
can he enter the second time into his 
mother’s womb, and be born? Jesus an- 
swered, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
Except a man be born of water and of 
the Spirit, he cannot enter into the 
kingdom of God. That which is born 
of the flesh is flesh; and that which is 
born of the Spirit is spirit. Marvel not 
that I say unto thee, Ye must be born 
again. The wind bloweth where it list- 
eth, and thou hearest the sound there- 
of, but canst not tell whence it cometh, 
and whither it goeth: so is every one that 
is born of the Spirit,” John 3:8. 


Before Jesus came into the world there 
was a Spirit work among the people of 
God that gave them a clean heart. 
David prayed, “Create within me a clean 
heart, and renew within me a_ right 
spirit.” The prophets and sages were 
truly led of God and did many wonder- 
ful miracles. But this is the first time 
we have a direct reference to a new 
birth in the Scriptures. Even Nicodemus, 
a ruler of the Jews, one who knew the 
law and kept it, seemed to be a stranger 
to this blessing. The necessity of the new 
birth grows out of the incapacity of 
the natural man to see or enter into the 
kingdom of God. However gifted or re- 
fined the natural man is absolutely 
blind to spiritual truth. He can neither 
obey, understand, nor please God with- 
out becoming a new creature. Christ 
died for us and made it possible for all 
who will accept Him to be born again. 
Of course He had power to forgive 
sins before He was crucified. John 5: 
20-25; Matt. 9:2-8. In many instances 
Jesus said, ““Thy sins be forgiven thee,” 
which proves beyond a doubt that He 
had power to forgive sins before He 
was crucified. Since He was crucified 
and arose we have to depend on the 
blood from Calvary’s cross to blot out 
our sins. He sent His disciples out and 
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gave them power to cast out devils and 
heal the sick. Luke 9:1-6. So it is 
through the shed blood on Calvary that 
we can have our sins forgiven and be- 
come a new creature in Christ Jesus. 
“Moreover, brethren, I declare unto 
you the gospel which I preached unto 
you, which also ye stand; by which al- 
so ye are saved, if ye keep in memory 
what I preached unto you, unless ye 
have believed in vain. For I delivered 


unto you first of all that which I also. 


received, how that Christ died for our 
sins according to the scriptures; and 
that he was buried, and that he rose 
again the third day according to the 
scriptures,” 1 Cor. 15:1-4. 


It is true that Christ shed His own 
blood upon the cruel cross to provide 
redemption for the lost sinner. This is 
one of the most wonderful truths ever 
revealed to man. To be born again is 
one of the most wonderful things that 
can take place. It is the beginning of 
the Christian experience. This message 
has had the greatest influence over the 
human family of any message ever 
preached. The blood of the cross has 
had greater power and influence over 
men than any other message. When you 
take this out of the gospel, you have 


taken the heart out of it. Destruction 


and failure will follow any preacher 
who attempts to try to prove that the 
blood has no transforming power. The 
blessing of sanctification is a wonder- 
ful blessing, and of course that comes 
through the shed blood of Jesus, but 
first we must be saved or born again 
or changed into that glorious state that 
makes us a new creature in Christ Jesus. 
Jesus was the only begotten Son of God 
and He has power to give life and to 
ransom those who believe in Him. It 
was on Calvary’s cross that He made 
the new birth possible. We love that 
good old song, “What can wash away 
my sins? Nothing but the blood of Je- 
sus.” So we will say to our readers, 
Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ and 
thou shalt be saved.

“The effectual fervent prayer of a 
righteous man availeth much,” Jas. 5:16. 


“Nothing is more essential to the soul- 
winner than prayer. Prayer will generate 
a spiritual atmosphere in the individual 
life. The prayers of many will generate 
a spiritual atmosphere in a community.” 
In answer to prayer, the Holy Ghost will 
do His office work and produce such 
pungent conviction of sin that men will 
cry out, as on the day of Pentecost, 
“Men and brethren, what shall we do?” 


In the life of Chas. G. Finney it is 
related that during a revival at Rome, 
N. Y., the air seemed surcharged with 
divine power. A sheriff who had laughed 
about the meetings, came over from 
Utica. He felt this strange influence 
when he crossed the old canal a mile 
west of town. When he sat in the hotel 
dining room, he had to get up and go 
to the window two or three times to di- 
vert his attention and keep from weep- 
ing. After dinner he hurried away, but 
was afterwards converted. 


When we think of the great revivals 
witnessed by the early Church, let us 
remember that it was said of them, 
“They continued steadfastly in prayer.” 
This was the secret of their great vic- 
tories. The God who answered our fore- 
fathers still lives and awaits the bidding 
of His people in prayer. 

Second, faith. It is not the mystery of 
faith, nor the science of faith, but it is 
the simplicity and childlikeness of faith 
that the soul-winner needs to study. 
To believe God implicitly is to have 
victorious faith. “I can do all things 
through Christ which  strengtheneth 
me,” said Paul; and everywhere in the 
Bible we find the clear teaching that 
“God and one make a majority.” To 
realize this is to live the victorious life. 


Of Barnabus it was said, “He was a 
good man and full of the Holy Ghost 
and of faith.” The fullness of faith will 
make unbelief and moral darkness im- 
possible in the soul, and will generate a 
triumphant confidence in God. 


To have faith is to have power, and 
one as well as another may possess this 
power and exercise it in winning souls 
for Jesus. Faith will give courage for 
personal work. It will give confidence 
as we approach the unsaved and seek 
to win them for the Lord. May we prove 
this blessed promise, “All things are pos- 
sible to him that believeth.” 


Third, God’s Word. A_ working 
knowledge of the Word of God is es- 
sential to success in soul-winning. God’s 
Word is “The Sword of the Spirit,” 
the hammer that breaketh the rock in 
pieces.. If we are not skilled in the use 
of God’s Word we cannot expect that 
God will use us. 

A great soul-winner has wisely said, 
“There can be no fullness of life and 
service if the Bible is neglected. In 
much that is now written on power, 
also in much that is said in conven- 
tions, this fact is overlooked. The work 
of the Holy Spirit is magnified, but 
the instrument through which the Holy 
Spirit works is largely forgotten. The 
result is transient enthusiasm and ac- 
tivity, but no steady continuance and 
increase in power and usefulness. We 
cannot obtain power and we cannot 
maintain power in our own lives and in 
our work for others, unless there is a 
deep and frequent meditation upon the 
Word of God. Of course it is much 
easier and therefore much more agree- 
able to our spiritual laziness to go to 
a convention or revival meeting and 
claim a “filling with the Holy Spirit” 
than it is to peg along day after day, 
month after month, year after year, 
digging into the Word of God. But a 
“filling of the Spirit” that is not main- 
tained by a persistent study of the Word 
will soon vanish. Evidently Paul knew 
of no filling with the Spirit apart from 
a deep and constant meditation upon 
the Word of God. Those who would be 
efficient soul-winners must see the im- 
portance of these things that are essen- 
tial, and then apply themselves earnest- 
ly, deeply and constantly to their heav- 
en-given ministry, and God will bless 
and crown their efforts with success.

wt Our Trip to Barbados 
By J. H. INGRAM 


There being no steamship _ service 
available at the time, we left Port au 
Prince, Haiti, by plane for St. John’s, 
Antigua in the British West Indies. It 
was a pretty sight flying over the Do- 
minican Republic at a height of 9,800 
feet, with mountains and plains spread 
out before us with an occasional lake 
that appeared as blue as indigo looking 
down from the sky. We made the trip 
to San Juan, Porto Rico, in one of the 
twenty-eight-passenger, fou r-motored 
“Flying Clipper Ships,” making a call 
at San Pedro, Santo Domingo en route. 
We spent the night in San Juan, Porto 
Rico, where we changed planes taking 
one of the two-motored “Baby Clip- 
pers” carrying fourteen passengers and 
capable of making 210 miles an hour. 
A stop was made in St. Thomas in the 
Virgin Islands, after which we con- 
tinued to Antigua, flying at a height 
of 10,500 feet in order to get above 
the storm clouds and avoid the tropical 
rains that were beginning to fall in that 
region. From St. John we took a ship 
for Barbados, going via Montserrat, Do- 
minica and St. Lucia. We also passed 
the Islands of Guadeloupe and Marti- 
nique in the French West Indies. 


We called a general representative 
meeting on arrival in Barbados, and 
later arranged for several district gath- 
erings, and visited a number of local 


churches. The work in general is pros- ; 


pering. We have organized two more 
new churches, making sixteen in all. 


The Church of God never lays claim 
to any property except where they give 
money directly for buildings. However, 
in the general meeting the first item of

a native incidentally and large property 
holder—to transfer all property over to 
the Church of God, the question passing 
unanimously. We can not hold property 
outright in Barbados, so a board of trus-

tees has been appointed to hold in 
trust all properties. They will be joint 
holdings involving the rights of the 
home board in America, along with the 
local interests. The authority of ap- 
pointment rests with the Church of 
God, giving us the main controlling in- 
terest, should some board member die 
or have to be removed from office for 
misconduct. 

Leaving Barbados we doubled back 
over the same route by ship, calling at 
St. Lucia, Dominica, Montserrat, An- 
tigua, Nevis and St. Kitts en route to 
Bermuda where we are having wonder- 
ful meetings. While in St. Lucia I re- 
ceived a call to baptize a number of 
people and set a church in order. This 
work was left to Elders Ford and Mar- 
shall who came with me as far as Do- 
minica where we have another new 
church set in order. We have a call to 
St. Vincent—another..English island— 
to organize some work and take over 
about three church buildings. I forgot 
to mention that there were eight or nine 
churches being turned over to us in 
Barbados. Some of them are made of 
tone, and one in particular is valued 
t $7,500.00 (gold). I am back in Ber- 
muda now where the work is spreading 

‘very rapidly. They, too, are working 
for missions, having sent several thou- 
sand dollars to China, Africa, Korea and 
Russia. Those who criticized me seven- 
teen years ago when I came here to 
bring the light, may feel differently 


when they see what we missed.

Text: St. Luke 13:3, “Except ye re- 
pent ye shall likewise perish.” 

This is a very sick world. Especially 
is this true of the moral and spiritual 
condition. Like the pulse of a dying man, 
it becomes evident that something must 
be done to-day if life lingers long. Who 
can say that there is no need of help 
when it is stated that five thousand 
mothers and daughters are locked be- 
hind the bars in white slavery; besides 
the thousands who have lost their bal- 
ance and fallen in the clutches of sin 
and shame? It is said that fifty thousand 
die each month and are carried to the 
potters’ field. 

Not long ago I talked to a man who 
had been converted from a life of gross 
sin. He at one time was connected with 
the world of crime, and he said, ‘The 
promoters of crime are fully protected 
by the law.” The average person knows 
but very little of the devices of the 
devil. Think of the low moral condi- 
tion of our own communities, of the 
modern connotation of sin. Things that 
were outrageous only a short while ago, 
are now winked at by the leaders of 
society. 

Untrust reigns as an absolute despot 
throughout the world today. And the 
hearts of men are failing them because 
of fear. Many cry peace and safety when 
down in their uttermost hearts there 
is something that predicts trouble. One 
may call me pessimistic, but I deny the 
charge, for how can one be pessimistic 
when the Word tells us that when we 
see these things to look up for our re- 
demption draweth nigh. 

Germany is better prepared for war 
than when the World War began. 
France is just as suspicious as ever, and 
the Balkan states are as explosive as 
ever they have been. Russia has not 
stopped persecuting the Christians since 
the United States recognized her, but, 
according to reports, the wicked devices 
sponsored by hell itself are still in oper- 
ation. According to recent reports by a 
group of peasants who were working 
near the Russian border, on the Sab- 
bath day, when the church bell rang 
for the services to begin across the 
border from Russia, these peasants dared 
to bow in reverence. The machine guns 
were soon in motion and there before 
the eyes of their companions one hun- 
dred were killed and their bodies were 
thrown in the river. I cannot under- 
stand why so many of our leaders and 
writers praise such ‘a wicked govern- 
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ment as Russia. She has been making 
great threats against not only Japan 
but every nation, especially the so- 
called Christian nations of the world. 
It is learned that her plants are running 
night and day, making guns, ammuni- 
tion, etc. 

Certainly England is not asleep, 
neither is the United States ignorant of 
the untrust and unrest everywhere. 
Great plans are under way for protec- 
tion. Over one hundred warships and 
one hundred and twenty-four airships 
are to be built, and I noticed in the 
paper the other day where one of these 
giant submarines was launched. Our 
army is to be second to none in the 
world. Within a few years, and probab- 
ly months, great changes will be under 
way. In fact, this is a transitional peri- 
od. Who knows what is near at hand 
and the persecution that awaits us, un- 
less someone can find a balm, and a 
remedy for this condition? 


THE CAUSE 

There is a cause for every effect, and 
there is a cause for this condition. The 
world has forgotten God, consequently 
His vengeance is near, even at the door. 
I do know that our country has for- 
gotten God and for the true worship of 
Jehovah we have substituted a form, a 
ritual. I am aware that thousands have 
not bowed their. knees to Baal, and this 
is the army of true believers. It is the 
mass that I refer to who have rejected 
holiness, Pentecost, along with all His 
divine miracles, and have found them- 
selves God-forsaken and lost. On the 
heels of this rejection came the divorce 
menace. Then like a torrent came the 
world of crime and bloodshed. Friends, 
our family altars are broken down.

Thousands of good laws have been 
made and all good laws should stay on 
the statute books, but in spite of all 
such laws the crime wave goes on and 
on. There is a remedy, “There is a balm 
in Gilead.” When the balm tree is 
bruised, out comes the balm. Also we 
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may receive the balm of righteousness 
through the bruised Christ. This balm 
will dispel the throbs of the troubled 
heart, the blackness of sin-riven souls; 
it will change the war clouds and cause 
them to be peaceful, and give perfect 
harmony. This Christ will make every 
life in the world a ray of sunshine. There 
has never been a time when a revival of 
old-time religion was needed more than 
today.

Now concerning 2 Pet. 3:16, where 
some do WREST the Scriptures to their 
own destruction. “Wrest” means to 
twist; to take or force by violence. I 
tell you, there is a way which seemeth 
right unto a man but the end thereof 
are the ways of death. I also say unto 
you that other foundation can no man 
lay than that is laid, which is Jesus 
Christ. This true way is the whole Bible 
rightly divided, and I am sure it means 
what it says, taking God at what He 
says, simply because He said it was and 
it is so plain that a fool need not err 
therein. 1 Cor. 1:10 says that “ye all 
speak the same thing,” and “that there 
be no divisions among you; but that ye 
be perfectly joined together in the same 
mind and in the same judgment.” 

In closing this message I will teil 
you of a true incident. One morning 
while getting ready for breakfast, my 
wife was fixing the drink for the table. 
The drink was cocoa. We used a break- 
fast room suite and had the leaves of 
the table up so we would have more 
room. My wife used a newspaper so that 
the baby would not muss up the table- 
cloth. She thought that the table reached 
out as far as the newspaper did so she 
set the cocoa down, but just because 
she THOUGHT it was safe did not 
make it so, and down went the cup and 
saucer to the floor, just because she 
THOUGHT she had room. No the cup 
and saucer did not stand out in the 
air and ask for another chance ot move, 
but immediately fell to the floor. Just 
because we do think seriously at times 
is not positive proof that we are right. 
All people are subject to mistakes, but 
many people seem to think that they 
are never mistaken about their religion. 
If we waste this life in just staggering 
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around carelessly, I fear we will sink 
into a devil’s hell. I ask you again to 
take God’s Word at what it says. It is 
a fact that we MUST come GOD’S 
WAY. Of course it may hurt at times 
but it will be good for us. Please obey 
what thus saith the Lord, because the 
judgment is coming. 

Our text speaks of doing the will of 
my Father, also says that people will say 
to the Lord in that day, Have we not 
prophesied in thy name? and in thy 
name done many wonderful works?
